Dictatorships would be with us and inter- 
national protection for their Minorities wholly withdrawn. Small 
wonder that the Joint Foreign Committee and the Committee 
of Jewish Delegations have lodged protest with the Polish 
Foreign Minister, 

Clearly the Minorities Treaties cannot go.. For that 
reason we welcome the proposal of Poland for the summoning 
of an international conference to work out a general Convention 
which wou.d make fair play for Minorities a universal obliga- 
tion and not that of only some of the peoples. Countries which 
have a clean slate need not yib at the suggestion and be 
deterred by a sentiment of false pride. If their conduct is 
immaculate, their prestige has nothing-to lose. Nor need 
one be influenced by the fear that a general convention § to 
suit a host of nations would have to give so much away that it 
would ~ have no teeth” in it. That is a matter for the framers 
of the convention and the play of public opinion. But what- 
ever happens, and however difficult the task admittedly is, the 
League must see to it that the helpless Minorities are not now, 
at this time of day, robbed of their guardians and thrown to 
the wolves!

THE * BLACK did in years gone by. But the Homers of Fleet 


FAST’’— AND THE Street still nod occasionally. One newspaper, 
OBSERV ANT for instance, on the first day Rosh Hashana, 
BROKERS 


published a picture of a Jew blowing a Shofar 
on the previous evening to announce the 
coming of the New Year, This is not quite so bad a case, 
however, as that of another writer who, a year or two ago 
on the eve of Rosh Hashana (which fell on Saturday), informed 
lis readers that the Shofar would be blown in all the Syna- 
gogues on the following day. - And that particular Homer was 
« Jewish Homer! Then, again, there is the persistence with which 
nearly every newspaper seems to describe Yom Kippur as 
‘" the Black Fast.” If the great day is to be coloured in this 
way then surely “white” is the name for it, and “ white” it 
really was, if our recollection be correct, until it somehow became 
confused with Tisha b’Av, which in earlier days had the more 
sombre colour reserved for itself. Perhaps the name “ Yom Kippur” 
is something of a stumbling-block, however, as indeed it proved itself 
to be when a certain evening paper, which some years ago printed 
an Atonement Day story onthe eve of the Fas‘, made one of the 
characters say to another: “Oh dear, oh dear” (or words to that 
effect) “ how can you beso wicked? Don't you know that to-morrow 
is your Kipper?” And finally, there is the old habit of the writers 
of the City Article—apparently not an entirely unjustified habit-— 
who never fail. to predict that business on the Stock Exchange 
would be quiet on the next day, because it is a Jewish holiday, 
and who, in due course, announce that it was quiet, for the reason 
already given. “Sell before Rosh Hashana, and buy before Yom 
Kippur’ is the old hint often quoted by them. But why buy 
before Yom Kippur, seeing that yet other holidays are in the offing ? 
Can it be that Jewish jobbers and brokers don't go to shool on 
Succoth? Perish the thought! Yet, while we often hear that the 
Johannesburg Stock Exchange closes on Rosh Hashana and Yom 
Kippur, somehow nothing is ever said as to what happens to it on 
the Feast of Booths.

Moses was not the man who would seek to hide his thoughts in a 
all his efforts tended towards exerting an influence 
upon his people by simple direct speech.

that passeth away. But over against this transience is the sense of 
the eternal which the heavens and the earth denote. These great 
phenomena of nature stand as permanent witnesses to the strength 
and frailty of man. They witness, too, the majesty of God which 
men may recognise or deny. We human beings pass away, some of 
us with our task completed, others with a record of lost opportunity ; 
but the glories of heaven and earth remain for all time to testify to 
the work of the Creator and to compensate for human ingratitude. 
Therefore give ear O ve heavens, and let the earth hear. 

My doctrine shall drop as the rain, my speech shall distil 
as the dew. Just as the rain falls upon the thirsty earth and 
brings life to the parched ground so may the words of counse! 


find souls ready to drink the refreshing message of God. The 
greatest of all teachers is history. And it is to history that 
Moses makes his appeal, turning to the past with = its 


joys and its’ trials. What a marvellous story was theirs, from 
humble origins, through discipline and tribulation to the possibilities 
of the heights! Remember the days of old, consider the years of the 
generations, ask the elders to remind yourselves of the manifestation 
of God's miracles which have at all times guided a people to the goal 
of their destiny. With a poetic touch Moses compares the divine 
care of Israel and his education in the wilderness to the tender pro. 
the eagle builds her nest iu 
the fastnesses of the rocks and pads the nest with her plumage making 


tective love of the eagle for her voung: 
a home for the young ; she goes forth day by day to find them food, she 
teaches them to fly. she holds them up till they are able to fly for them 
selves, and when they can protect themselves she lets them go forth 
into the air free to follow their own flight. Even thus did God take 
israel into the wilderness. protect him and teach him, guide him and 
feed him, till Israel could stand upon his own feet. 
did lead him and there was nostrange god with him. 
did not end there with its happy sequel. 
more difficult to endure than adversity. Jeshurun waxed faf and 
kicked. A poetic way of saying that Israel strong and trustful in 
time of tribulation could not bear the trialof success. Waxing fat 
and growing prosperous proved too much for their staying power. 
The moral lesson remains for all time, true In every generation, 
manifested again and again in the course of history. The sun of 
prosperity has often been too strong and Israel could not stand the 
heat. He forsook God and turned to idols, the works of wood and 
stone. or the modern equivalent of idolatry, the consecration of self 
to indulgence and apostasy. The lesson is clear. As the Midrash 
in Mishpatim expresses it happy the man who can stand firm in 
the day of his trial; for there is no creature whom God does not 
trv: He tries the rich man to see if his hand is open to the poor. 
Israel when put to the test could not stand the strain. 

Thus does history speak to men telling its lesson. Would that 
men were wise. that they would consider this and realise their 
latter end. If you think that God is aGod of vengeance, it is not 
the vengeance which enjoys the sight of discomfiture. It is the 
vengeance which exhibits the truth that the wages of sin are death, 
that sin brings its own recompense and that men sometimes awake 
when it is too late to the awful consequences of their deeds. Why 
should men forfeit their heritage and wilfully keep their eyes 
smeared when they can see how history cannot deal falsely? You 
may call to witness heaven and earth which have been from the 
beginning and which have looked upon the strivings of men to pit 
themselves against the power of God. Never have they succeeded 
from the first days when man in the garden ate the fruit of 
disobedience and suffered; never can they succeed till the 
last man has disappeared from the face of the earth. Amid 
all the struggles and the agonies of the world man must realise that 
at best he is but a fleeting breath, a creature of a day with his tale 
soon told. In the beginning, God created the heavens and the earth, 
to stand for all time as permanent witnesses of His power. Man came 
afterwards. First the permanent, then the transitory. The lesson 
is further enforced by the Tabernacles Festival, which bids us pause 
for a moment in the midst of our haste and remember that life is 
passing. We go forth from a permanent and enter a transient 
dwelling. History may tell us that our ancestors in the wilderness 
lived in rude, unprotected huts exposed to all the vagaries of the 
Heavenly elements; that we should take to heart this lesson of our 
dependence upon God. It teaches us more. 
that we, too, are strangers and sojourners as all our fathers were, 
and that in a world in which everything is passing and unstable 
one thing alone is permanent, the love and guidance of a loving 
Father.

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Obituary 


THE Rev. ISAAC ICHT (Manchester) 


irom our Corre sponde nt) 


To the sorrow of the whole Community, the Rev. Isaac Icht 
passed away last week at the early age of forty-six, after a long 


illness. The deceased was a gentle 
and lovable man, highly respected 


both on account of his own personal 
character and for his wide and com. 
prehensive learning and intellectual 
standard. He was born in Kishineff, 
bessarabia, and was the son of wealthy 
parents, who did not desire him to 
become a Chazan. The dreadful 
Kishineff pogroms of 1905, however, 
changed matters: and Mr. Icht came 
into with well-known 
Professor of Music at Czernowitz, who 
strongly advised him to take up a 
Two vears later, be 
made a great impression as Cantor at 
Odessa, and after-his marriage in 1909 
he was invited to the post of Cantor

musical career. 


at the Berditehever Chorr-Shool. the 
first “modern” Shool in Russia. 
Later, he was Cantor in Elizabeth. 
grad now AZAinoviesk! until «the 
pogroms of 1919. fesides his svuagogal duties, he took an 


interest in educational work and was the head of the Tarbut 
movement in his district. When the Jews mn Russia received 
a measure of internal autonomy, be was the headmaster of a group 
of schools—two Genai Yeladim and the Gyinnasium, and he refused 
offers to go elsewhere as a Cantor because be did not wish to leave 
his social work. After the Bolshevik upheaval, he again went to 
Odessa, and decided to go to Palestine, being one of the group formed 
by Bialik, Galinkin and others who wished to develop opera in 
Palestine, and formed a society for that purpose. When the group 
was ready to leave, however, the Bolshevik forces unexpectedly 
arrived from another quarter, and Mr. Icht and his family 
escaped over the border. During six years in Rumania, . Mr. 
Icht was Oberkantor at Braila on the Danube, but, still wishing to 
goto Palestine, for he was a convinced Zionist, he came to Eagland, 
where he hoped to find a better opportunity for this purpose. 


For the past eight years he was First Reader at the North 
Manchester Synagogue, and was the President of the Agudat 
Hachazanim (which Society he initiated in the Provinces). He 


continually strove to uphold the dignity of the office of Cantor. for 
the sake of the Synagogue and religious Judaism as much as for the 
Chazanim. The first Tarbut Society in Manchester was formed by 
Mr. Icht, together with a small group of friends. He was Hon. 
Musical Director of the local Hazomir Jewish Choral Society. In 
addition to bis communal work, Mr. Icht was kuown as a writer in 
Yiddish ; his contributions included special and descriptive avrticles 
in the Yiddish Press of Russia and other countries in Europe. He 
leaves a widow and four children to mourn his loss. 

The funeral, which was at the. Rainsough Cemetery, was 
attended by representatives from every Synagogue and Institution 
in the city. 

Rabbi Dr. H. FREEDMAN writes: ; 

The early death of the Rev. Isaac Icht, 2 ‘T, has deprived the North 
Manchester Synagogue of a Reader of rare ab lity and talent, the Jewish 
Community of a man of charm and distinction, and the Zionist movement 
of an enthusiastic adherent of its cause. As a Chazan, his reading 
of the Service was far more than the utterance of words iti a rich 
baritone voice or their phrasing in harmonious melody. 
a full understanding of the meaning of our Liturgy, and realised 
that in it lay enshrinei the sorrows of the Jewish people, 
their triumphs and spiritual exaltation, and in his rendering of. the 
prayers he frequently poured out his very soul, interpreting the 
depth of their feeling in passionate song that was vivid and 
moving. A man of culture and education, intelligent and well! read. 
ATTAIN OY APTS ANS, he was welcome in all circles on account of his 
affability of demeanour, conversational ease and social charm. With 
these gifts he succeeded in making a large body of friends who appre- 
ciated him for his general sympathy, insight, kindness of heart and 
polished manner. He was a journalist, too, of no mean ability, as was 
testified by his frequent contributions to the Anglo-Yiddish press. He 
was an ardent supporter of Zionism in both its practical and cultural 
aspects. Many years ago, he founded a Hebrew kindergarten abroad, and 
on his coming to England he displayed the same interest. The Tarbut 
movement in Manchester had its origin in a gathering at his owa house, 
where the proposal was first mooted. Many will mourn his death not 
only as the loss of a Synagogue official and a communal worker, but as a 
close personal friend. I myself will moura him asa colleague and as one 
whose intimate friendship was a privilege and a pleasure to me. May God 
comfort his widow and children in their hour of trial and bereavement ! 

Mr. BERNHARDT BALABAN writes: 

Cut off in the prime of life, the loss of our Chazan is not only to the 
North Manchester Synagogue and to his family but a distinct loss to 
Judaism. He served his God, his Synagogue and his Community to the 
best of his abilities, and his rendering of the Traditional Services with 
his sweet, melodious voice was fervent and impressive. He was seized 
with a malady some four months ago, and it was at once apparent that he 
could not survive. He was resigned to his fate with fortitude, and passed 
peacefully away on Wednesday in last week. There was a large concourse 
of representative members at the funeral the following day and at the 
graveside, but perhaps the greatest tribute was paid to him when the 
coffin was borne into the Synagogue by the S°37NN ATWNIN. He took part 
in every movement—tending the education of our young as well as in the 
National Movement and the Tarbut. He was a Hebrew scholar of some 
note, and contributed to the Hebrew and Yiddish Press ‘periodically.

REPLY TO OLD TESTAMENT CRITICISMS 

The Rev. Dr. Lyttleton, preaching at Norwich Cathedral on the °th 
inst., replied to criticisms of the Old Testament which had recently becu 
made. In the course of his sermon, Dr. Lyttleton said : 

There were two principal accusations made. The first was that some 
of the stories in the Old Testament were unedifying—that it commande:t 
savagery and vindictiveness and brutality in the treatment of one's 
enemies. The second was that there were portions of the Old Testament 
which claimed to be bistorical bub wirich were not trae. He would only 
say this about it now. Both criticisms of the Old Testament might be 
admitted. but if interpreted rightly. would tend more than ever to the 
honour of God and increase our reverence for that portion of His word which 
dealt with the training and the up-rising of that lowly people, the Hebrew 
tribes. This gave a hint of the true meaning of \ hat was always admitted. 
Actions recorded by the early kings and the nation at large were vindictive 
and savage towards their enemies. That was the first thing which struck 
us. We must have felt some misgiving at finding some of these actions 
ascribed to the command of God. How could that be? When a Hebrew 
writer gave expression to something se‘tled in his mind which he con. 
sidered to be his duty he said * Thus saith the: Lord.” He was giving 
utterance to the best thoughts in his own mind. Let us recognise the 
plain fact,"’ said Canon Lyttleton, “that we have in the Old Testament a 
narrative of a people especially trained by God. He raised them from 
a low level of thought and mind, from mean thoughts about God. He 
turned and disciplined them and wonderfully delivered them from appalling 
dangers, so that astime went on we find they are elevated in thought 
toa marvellously higher level than the level from which they began.”’ 
The Jews did not begin by being a gifted people. They were lifted from the 
very low level of the Canaanite, and God trained them to be missionaries 
throughout the world. The Hebrews knew they were the chosen race and 
that the future of the world depended on their being the people who lived. 
They were out to destroy, not people who were harmless, but people bevt 
on destroying the Kingdom of God. Who were we to condemn them—we 
who were not flerce against any kind of wrong-doing’ “I tell you,” said 
Dr. Lyttleton in conclusion, “that toleration when it goes beyond a certain 
point is a most deadly vice, and many things written in the popular Press 
and books read far and wide are a form of sin that is a far more dangerous 
fault than being over-zealous againt the enemies of God.”

German Municipalities are authorised by law to grant a 
monthly allowance of twenty marks to poor parents who have six or 
more children.

General von Blomberg, Minister of Defence, has made it clear 
in a new Order that the Aryan clause applies not only to uniformed 
members of the army, but also to attached citizens and their wives. 


Law to be Completely Judenrein 


Dr. Giirtner, Minister of Justice, has ordered that no one is to 
be allowed to take the State entrance examination in law, the 
Staatspriifung, without producing proof of “Aryan” origin. This 
means that the possibility of Jews embarking on a legal career is 
cut off at the source, and when those Jews who have been exempted 
as front fighters from the operation of the Aryan paragraph drop out 
on account of age or any other reason, the legal profession will be 
completely judenrein., 

Further light is thrown upon the difficulties of those Jewish 
lawyers who are still allowed to practise by the Retenbek case, 
a case similar to the Slater case over here. Lorenz Retenbek, 
an “ Aryan,’ was convicted of murder in 1918 and sentenced to death. 
His lawyer, a Jew named Hirschberg, was convinced of his innocence 
and obtained the commutation of the sentence to penal servitude 
for life. Not content with this he continued to work for the annul- 
ment of the verdict and after sixteen years he succeeded in convincing 
the court that there had been a miscarriage of justice. Retenbek was 
rehabilitated and granted compensation for his wrongful imprison. 
ment. The case naturally created a sensation and the Press has 
been full of it, nor has it been able to avoid praise for the hero of 
the occasion—the lawyer. It dare no?. however, refer to him 
eulogistically by his Jewish name and throughout the reports of the 
case, therefore, he was referred to in the Press as “ Dr. H.” 


Doctors and Chemists 


Turning to the medical profession we find the AERZTE-JOURNAL. 
the medical journal of Berlin, still complaining that there are too 
many Jewish doctors. According to this authority the number of 
Jewish doctors practising in Berlin has fallen by afurther 11 per cent. 
in the last five months, from 2,451 to 2,195. This number is still 
“ intolerable,” we read, and the necessary action is called for. 

An announcement bas been made by the Union of Sick Fund 
Doctors on the same lines as Herr Rust’s instructions as regards the 
Technical Schools. It states that the international post-graduate 
courses which will be he!d in October by the Berlin Academy for 
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Medical Post-Graduate Training wall be open to doctors who ar. 
German citizens and ol “Aryan origin and to doctors of foreipy 
citizenship, which means that they will be open to Jewish doctor. 
from abroad, but not to Jewish doctors in Germany. : | 

The STANDESZEITUNG DEUTSCHER APOTHEKER (Chemists 
Journal), advertising two vacancies for Chemists at Gunzenhausey 
Miihidorf, that references must include certificates 
both the applicant and his wife are of “ Aryan” descent.

It is also undesirable that non-Aryan chemist-~ 
should be deprived of their livelihood, as long as they are granted 
licenees by the State. Likewise, they should not be impaired even 
in an indirect manner. 

The FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG with characteristic courage suggests 
that this order is a precedent of importance to other Jews than 
chemists. It draws particular attention to the situation of those 
“non-Arvan” doctors who, as war veterans, were not removed from 
the list of pane! physicians, but nevertheless in many places have los! 
the greater part of their patients. One large town in Germany is 
mentioned (presumably Nuremberg), where all officials, function 
aries, teachers, and employees of the municipality have been 
forbidden to receive treatment from Jewish doctors, or apply fo: 
sick relief on a certificate issued by a non-Aryan. ~ By the Ministry

The desecration of the Synagogue in Jiichen on the Rhine, a 
small town close to Rheydt, Dr. Goebbels’s native town, is revealed 
by WESTLAND.

Any non-citizen resident in German 
territory comes under the Aliens Law.” The Stimme, of Vienna, 
interprets this change of front as an attempt to compete for the 
allegiance of the S.A. men disaffected by the massacre of June 30th. 
Whatever the reason, it shows that Jews cannot place any trust in

Shechita Board 
APPOINTMENT OF COMMUNAL RAV DISCUSSED 
\From our Correspondent 


Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree presided at the Monthly Meeting of the 
Board, held at its offices in Cheetham Hill Road on Sunday. The 
discussion was principally centred on the question of a Communal 
Rav for Manchester and Salford. Mr. Sicree said that recent difficulties 
with the butchers on the score of increased cost of meat-killing 
charges had been composed, and they believed that there was now 
peace and harmony. Many of the difficulties had arisen through 
misunderstanding as between the public and the Board. The 
opposition in the poultry-killing was diminishing; if the public 
would resolve to buy only at dealers licensed by the Board, then 
that opposition would quickly disappear. The Board now hada 
delegate from the Stockport Congregation, and the Bolton Com. 
munity had been given permission to use the slaughter-pen in that 
district, 50 per cent. of which pen. belonged to the Board, for an 
agreed annual payment. 

Coming to the question of the Communal Rav, Mr. Sicree said 
that either they proceeded with the matter under the wgis of the 
hoard or they must finally decide that it was not a matter the Com. 
munity could take in hand. He had already said that, as their 
President, he was not prepared to do anything in connection with 
the appointment of a Communal Rav unless he had the absolutely 
unanimous approval and consent of the Community and of every 
Synagogue and Friendly Society that sent delegates to the Board. 
They did not want to impose the appointment merely to satisfy one 
section. All must agree that they would give the necessary 
allegiance; and that the other Rabbanim would look to the Com- 
munal Rav as the head in spiritual matters. (Hear, hear). There was 
one difficulty—if a Synagogue opposed it, then he would not be a party 
“ T have already said that in my judgment, looking round the 
Community and especially on the rising generation, there should be 
® spiritual leader in Manchester and Salford.” Therefore he must 
be a man whom old and young could respect. “Ido not want to 
belittle the importance of the estimable Rabbanim we already have, 
the members of the Beth Din, who are doing their duty by their 
people. Some may think it not worth the expense of bringing in 
another man; on the other hand, he will be independent of all 
Synagogues.” If they were absolutely agreed on the necessity, then 
the Executive would find ways and means of raising the necessary 
stipend. Mr. Sicree referred to a special meeting on this question, 
attended by delegates from the Synagogues (* Except the Great Syna. 
gogue,’ interrupted Mr. Nathan Laski. “ Our Synagogue does not and 
will not senda representative.”) Mr. Sicree, continuing, said that he 
thought it would have been better if the Great Synagogue had sent 
representatives to assert their views publicly. In 1929 the “ Great ”’ 
was one of the principal supporters of the idea, and they would 
like to know why they opposed it now. He begged them to. speak 
openly and frankly, to settle this twenty years’ old discussion. 

Mr. J. Hamwee, a Past President of the Board, said that a Com- 
munal Ray for Manchester was long overdue, and was particularly 
essential in these times when they needed a united people. The 
question might be said to affect him, as a Sefardi, only indirectly, 
but he was certain that even the Sefardim would join hands with 
them to solve it. But the difficulties would be more with the 
Rabbanim than with the Community. (Hear, hear). They must cal! 
them together and ask them their attitude. They must remove that 
petty jealousy among the Rabbanim. 

Several delegates spoke on the right of “ majority rule’’ and 
said that one Synagogue’s opposition was no reason for dropping 
the matter. 

“Prevent Any Foreign Gentleman" 


Mr. Nathan Laski, replying, said: “ Except Mr. Hamwee, no one 
who has spoken is a man of any responsibility whatever—” and he 
was interrupted by an uproar from protesting members. Mr. Laski 
continued by explaining that he meant no responsibility. whatever 
as far.as the poverty in the city was concerned. It had never been 
so bad, and they had to spend £10,000 last year for the Jewish poor ; 
yet subscriptions last year were only £200 more than they were 
sixty years ago. “ The men who have spoken do not recognise the 
responsibility that falls on me to see that the poor people do not 
starve.” If they had not the grant from the Corporation, they 
would have had to close down the Jewish Board of Guardians 
last year. “When the Chairman says he will get money by 
raising the price of meat for the sake of a Communal Rav. 
then my answer is: First look after the bodily health of the poor.” 
In 1929 the Great Synagogue had been desirous of making a 
sacrifice for the benefit of the Community because they them- 
eelves had no Rav. “ We claim now we have a young man who will 
some day be very great. We do not claim he is a leader as far as 
he Beth Din is concerned, but he is suited-to hold the position. 
I tell you frankly there will be no Communal Rav while I am present 
here as your leader, because I hold the key position and will tell the 
authorities in London to prevent any foreign gentleman coming to 
Manchester. I consider it my duty to look after the bodily health 
of the Community. Give me the money for the poor people, for

A public meeting under the auspices of the United Brethren 
Protection Society was held on Sunday at the Rydal Mount Hal! 

Mr. M. Moscovitch, who presided, 
announced that one of the purposes of the meeting was to get their 
consént for an amalgamation with the Hull. New Hebrew Congrega 
tion, whose representatives were present.

but the Society had stood firm, and the price became normal 
again. Now they had a Synagogue, which was very successful. 
Their organisation, which they hoped would spread throughout the 
kingdom, needed a home, and they appealed for public support. 
Mr. Harold Davison, of Leeds, spoke on behalf of the Hull organisa- 
tion. He said the promoters of the Society were not working for 
personal aggrandisement or personal gain. Their object primarily 
was to protect the working public against the unreasonable prices 
the Shechita Board charged for meat. Their plain dispute was 
against the way in which the proceedings were conducted—in a 
manner which was not in the interests of the workers as a whole. 
They eould control the price of Shechita, he said, in this as in other 
cities, merely by allying themselves with a unified ideal. Mr. 
Davison cited as an example the Newtown Synagogue in Leeds, 
where their own Burial Board, butcher shops, etc., had been estab- 
lished. Everything could be done on an equitable and democratic 
scale if they combined and did not allow themselves to be imposed 
on individually. They could amalgamate with Hull in the sense 
that they both stood fer the same purposes, and they wished to open 
branches in other towns. Mr. Joseph Fischoff, of Hull, and Mr. M. 
Goldenfield, of Manchester, spoke in support.

BENEFITS OR CAUSES? 
From our Correspondent 


a In his presidential address to the National Conference of 
Friendly Societies, that great forum for discussion on problems 
pertaining to the movement as a part of the national organism, 
Mr. T. Gi. Graham raised an interesting question. Referring to con- 
troversies in which the National Conference had been engaged, 
sometimes against Government Departments but more frequently 
against the legislation of Parliament, he asked why the ring in 
which those fights have been waged should always have been the 
_ money ring. ~ We have lost great opportunities,’ he proceeded, 
in having concerned ourselves as to the administration of benefits 
ratber than to lay hold of the social side of those things which 
would have carried us back to causes.” 


Here iS an issne Which gets near to the heart of things, and whether 
Mr. ’. G. Graham is right or wrong, it is very appropriate for discussien 
in this column because it throws a bright light on the part which our own 
movement is expected to play both in working out its material salvation 
and in influencing Jewish communal problems. Should the emphasis be 
placed on the strictly material side or on the communal side? In other 
words, is it to be Benefits or Causes’ Ihave heard the view expressed 
in influential quarters that the Jewish Friendly “ocieties are too much 
concerned about their parish pump affairs of contributions and benefits.

animate Jewish life or even to social problems bearing on the well being 
of the Jewish masses. There are times, it has been alleged, when Jewish 
Li riendly Societies with their numbers and organisation could play a 
decisive part in promoting better health and housing conditions. in 
co-oporating with intellectual and spiritual efforts or in rendering vital and 
much-needed assistance to the Zionist movement. Instead. (the critics 
urge) we revolve too much round the “ money ring,” pace Mr. T. G. Graham. 

Whatever modicum of truth this indictment may contain, it is only 
right to draw attention to another type of criticism, voiced in quarters 
equally influential, which takes the form of aggrieved dismay that the 
Jewish Friendly Societies should be concerned with any other subject 
except the solvency of their organisations, the integrity of their paid 
officials and the better anditing of their balance-sheets. Friendly 
Societies, as they say repeatedly, have no other existence but as thrift 
entities protected by Parliament, and individual members no -other 
ambitions but as numbers on a contribution card! Causes, problems, 
commmnnal affairs, social betterment, World-Jewry—these things are 
beyond the vision of a movement which should be well content with 
looking after its funds. This section of the communal hierarchy has even 
begun to be tired of allowing the Friendly Societies their smal! represent 
ation at the Board of Deputies, which I will not cal! the “ Anglo-Jewish 
Parliament” for fear of offending ““ Watchman.” | 

Ilere are two views, diametrically opposite in spirit and in fact. Both 
cannot be right. What, really, is the Friendly Society goal’ And in 
putting this question, | mean the whole national movement of which the 
Jewish Societies are really but a small part. There is probably au 
element of truth in both points of view ; in the first place, that Friendly 
Societies do not pay sufficient regard to causes and, in the second place, 
that such bodies must regard the soundness of their structure and the 
stability of their finances as the primary factors of their existence. 
Stability is not a fetish: it is a watchword. Causes are not a superstition: 
they are a living reality. Here is a movement which can only make pro 
gress through prudent measures of internal economy and the practice of 
all the virtues which come from collective saving. At the same time, 
when progress has been achieved and salvation won, the Friendly Societies 
have an unchallenged right to play their part in the general affairs of the 
State and the Community. | 

So, as I see it, the lesson for Jewish Friendly Societies is never to 
forget that itis primarily a movement concerned with sound administra 
tion whose efficiency and probity should be a model to all Jewish 
organisations. Whatever the higher critics may say, the way must always 
be open to them to take a larger share in general communal responsibility 
whenever they are ready to assume such obligations. When does such a 
situation arise? As soon as the movement itself recognises its owu 
readiness and fitness. }

THE STUDY OF THE BIBLE 


An Introduction to the Books of the Old Testament, by W. O. E. 
Ocsterley and Theodore H. Robinson. (S.P.C.K., 10s. 6d. net). 


Reviewed by Rabbi Dr. ISIDORE EPSTEIN 

The remarkable revival of interest in the study of the Bible is 
one of the gratifying features of this strange age of ours in which 
we live. While militant atheism, on one hand, is waging relentless 
war against all forms of religion, there has, on the other hand, never 
before been a greater output of books on Biblical studies undertaken 
in a spirit of faith and reverence. Not a few will of course question 
the religious value cf works which are essentially critical in aim 
and destructive in tendency. Nevertheless so much will be con- 
ceded that the personal contact with the Bible and the experience 
involved cannot fail to engender a finer and more sensible apprecia- 
tion of its ideals and teachings. It is this consideration which 
should make the publication of this book, the third in which the 
authors have joined in happy collaboration, particularly welcome to 
Bible students of whatever shade of school or opinion. It is a book 
which one may like, however violently one may disagree with much 
of its doctrine. Though primarily intended for those who accept with 
unquestionable faith the “assured results’ of * Higher Critics,’ and 
for whom the jugglery with J,E,H,D,?, has peculiar fascination, the 
book contains chapters to which even the most conservative student 
may turn with pleasure and profit. Ranging practically over the 
whole field of critical activity, it is an admirable handbook to supply 
all needs of students for a full and up-to-date account of Biblical 
research and scholarship, brief, readable, comprehensive in scope, 
yet simple in the words of the. intro- 
duction “a mean between the exhaustive work of Driver and the 
necessarily restricted volumes, for example, of Gray or MeFayden. 
The authors have indeed cast their nets wide. There is hardly a 
problem of importance bearing on the contents and-structure of the 
books of the so-called Old Testament that does not come within 
their sweep.

Prominence is particularly given to the historical 
background of the respective books, and the treatment accorded 
therein to this aspect of Biblical studies is fuller than is usually 
found in “ Introductions.” Attention is also given to the 
metrical structure of certain prophetic books, and a special section 
is devoted to the discussion of the Hebrew 
much uncertainty still exists. 

The authors disarm at the very outset all criticism that may be 
levelled against them for any “sins of omission,” by the simple, yet 
true, statement that “ where there is a plethora of material it is not 
always easy to decide what should be said and what left aside.” 
This plea, the reasonableness of which no one will refuse to admit, 
only serves to enhance the sense of fairness which the authors have 
striven, according to their own light, to maintain throughout the 
work. Though frankly belonging to the advanced schoo! of Bible 
critics, they do. not ignore the existence of modern Biblical scholars 
like Orr, Wiener, Moeller who do not hesitate to demolish funda- 
mentally the whole of the structure which the “ Higher Critics” 
have so imposingly erected, and scandalise the twentieth century by 
upholding the unity and incidentally the Mosaic authorship of the 
Pentateuch. Some readers would undoubtedly have been glad of a 
more generous treatment by the authors of these scholars; but that 
would be expecting too much of human nature.

hook ? Fantastic indeed are the Jewish legends that have grown 
round the monster. His size was enormous; to obtain even the 
dimmest conception fancy recalled Jonah and the fish that 


swallowed him. The prophet was as comfortable inside the fish as 


though he were in a large-sized Synagogue. Yet when Jonah and 
his accommodation met the Leviathan, the latter swam away for all 
he was worth. A second tradition declares that God Almighty 
divides his day into four portions of three hours each. In the first 
he studies Torah ; in the second he judges the earth; in the third 
he makes provision for the needs of all his creatures; and in 
the fourth he sports with the Leviathan. The creature's size is 
enormous ; he is extraordinarily strong: he is also splendidly wise. 
He was specially created when the universe was made, and deposited 
in the depth of the ocean. There he lies at full length ; and, when 
he moves from one side to the other, earthquakes ensue. The 
destiny of Leviathan is to be killed at the end of days to be eaten 
by the pious. His skin will be used for making a vast Succab, and 
those who eat of his flesh will taste of their favourite dishes merely 
by wishing. 

Good orthodox tradition teaches that in the world to come there 
is neither eating nor drinking. Yet, on the other hand, orthodox 
people pray to participate in the Succah of the Leviathan. A cynic 
may well ask which is the correct tradition. The true Traditionalist 
has always been flexible in his ideas. He was ever ready to com. 
promise. That is why traditional views maintained themselves. 
Nowadays Traditionalists tend to become inflexible: they will not 
meet new situations as they arise. Perhaps that is why the spirit 
has fled from traditionalist views and religion among us has become 
mere formalism.

ETHROG COMPOTE 


There was a time when the homely citron, “the fruit of a 
goodly tree,” played a part more important by far in Jewish life 
than it does to-day. This fact becomes obvious when one examines 
the various symbols which were considered as characteristic of 
Judaism at the period of the Second Temple and in the first cen- 
turies after. In the old Synagogues and sarcophagi and coins and 
catacombs, one of the objects which is repeated time after time, by 
the side of the Menorah itself, is the Ethrog, of which the Jews 
were accustomed to make use on the Feast of Tabernacles. 
quently, it would seem that the importance attached to this par- 
ticular symbol! waned; but, in the old Synagogues of Avignon and 
the Comtat Venaissin, a trace of its former importance remained. 
According to the architectural convention which here prevailed, 
a niche was left on each side of the Ark. On the right there was 
placed the Chair of Elijah used in circumcisions; that on the left 
was reserved for the Lula) and E‘hrog, which the congregation thus 
had before their eyes during Divine throughout the 
autumnal Pilgrim Feast.

One reason for the change of attitude is perhaps to be traced in 
the increasing difficulty which prevailed among the Jews, in their 
far-flung Diaspora in Europe, in obtaining the characteristic 
Palestinian fruit which their Fathers had been wont to pluck. The 
palm-branch and other adjuncts could, of course, be found in most 
countries. But the Ethrog had to be imported, year by year, from 
warmer climes. At the close of the Middle Ages, according to the 
contemporary Rabbinical sources, the Hthrogiem were brought to 
Germany from southern Italy—Apulia and Rome 
through Marburg to Wiener Neustadt. 
throughout Germany, by the intermediary of merchants who 
assembled for this purpose; though, naturally, the members of the 
locat community had the tirst choice. In 1389, we find Albert III, 
of Austria, giving a safe conduct to a certain Jew named Elijah who 
proposed to cross the Alps into Italy with this object in view. In 
some places—for example, in the Salzburg region, from the fifteenth 
or sixteenth century down to the eighteenth—a special import-tax 
was levied on all Athrogim brought across the frontier by the Jewish 
merchants, this being specifically mentioned in the old toll-books. 

Braving the Inquisition for a Citron 

Thus, the -throg merchant from northern countries became a 
familiar tigure in the Italian ghettoes. When in 1641 the pious 
David Verlengo made his will in Verona (according to the original 
MS. in the possession of the present writer), he left instructions that 
his younger son should be taken back by them to study at Cracow on 
the next occasion that they passed through the city on their return 
journey. Another source of supply, according to Buxtorf, was Spain, 
whither sixteen Jews went every year (notwithstanding the Inquisi- 
tion and the edict of expulsion!) to bring back. the palm-branches 
and citrons for distribution... In Central Europe Esroger’’ was 
formerly found sometimes as a surname. It is hardly to be doubted 
that in the first place it was used to designate the citron-merchants, 
who made such venturesome journeys into foreign lands in order to 
satisfy the religious needs 6f their co-religionists. 

Ultimately the main source of supply was Corfu. This continued 
to be the case until the anti-Jewish riots of 1891, when, under the 
leadership of Rabbi Isaac Elhanan (called Citron) a movement was 
inaugurated to boycott the Cortiote Kthrog-growers and to seek an 
alternative supply in Palestine. Nowadays, there is an increasing 
tendency to ensure that the ritual appurtenances of this exquisitely 
Jewish feast should all be furnished, as far as possible, by the 
labour of Jewish workers in Jewish colonies in the reborn Land of 
Israel. 

Under conditions such as have been outlined above, it was 
inevitable that the Eihrog should have been enormously expensive 
—sometimes all but unobtainable. In Germany, one year in the 
fifteenth century, the winter was so hard that there was a frost at 
Pentecost. Barely a single perfect Ethrog was to be found for love 
or money in the whole country; even a small green one, hardly fit 
for use, cost no less than-fifteen ducats. The records of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Community, in London show that in 1674 the 
“ citron and palm that came by post” cost no less than £2 14s.—an 
almost prohibitive sum for those days. In Padua, on one occasion, 
at the close of the fifteenth century or the beginning of the six- 
teenth, notwithstanding all efforts, only a single Ethrog could be 
obtaimed for the use of the whole Community. Daring the course 
of the Feast, while it was being brought from the -Ashkenazic 
Synagogue for use in one of the other places of worship, the 
University students (notorious in that city for their anti-Semitism. 
as well as for their high spirits) stopped the bearer, and kidnapped 
his precious burden; and they would not give it up until they were 
paid a high ransom. A similar dearth occurred in Alsace in the 
autumn of 1630, Asher Levy, of Reichshofen, recounts in his diary 
what difficulty there was in his village in obtaining the goodly 
fruit, how at last he managed to get hold of a single specimen for 
the use of the entire Community, and how, after the Feast, when 
he cut it open, he found to his disgust that it was after all not an 
Ethrog, but an ordinary lemon.

The specimens extant 
are in no case very old (none, perhaps, antedates the eighteen) 
century), and they come almost without exception from Central and 
Eastern Europe. The most interesting are made in the shape of an 
actual citron, perfect down to the last detail. The metal genera'') 
used for the purpose is silver. Examples of this are to be found in 
most of the great Jewish collections (the Jewish Museum in London 
has one or two admirable specimens): but they do not vie, either ‘no 
number or in warkmanship, with the categories of Jewish ritua! 
art associated with other occasions of the religious year, such :- 
Passover or Purim. tn the Levant, on the other hand, the custom 
has obtained of gilding the citron.

Folk-Lore and Fable 

In Jewish folk-lore the Ethrog played a notable role; In 
Talmudic times, to see one in a dream was regarded as an indication 
that a man was precious before his Maker. Later, there came into 
existence a widespread popular belief that a pregnant woman whiv 
bit into one would bear a male child. After the feast the dried fru:' 
was sometimes used as a bandle for the knife used in the B'yit/ 
Milah. Many householders, on the other hand, madé a sort of 
lemonade essence with it, which they kept for regaling distinguishe 
guests (particularly, of course, the learned) throughout the year. 
Those of especial piety preferred to keep the shrivelled fruit fo: 
use, with the Hoshanna twigs, for kindling the oven in which their 
Matzoth were baked for the following Passover. 

In the days of the Second Temple,and immediately after, tlie 
i:throg was associated with some spe ilar events in Jewish histor). 
On one occasion, when the Alexander Jannzwus wii 
officiating at the altar, he scandalised public opinion by pouring 
the water-libation contemptmously at his feet. The assemb!e:! 
people, shocked at this public spurning of Rabbinic tradition, pel(c:! 
the King with their Kthrogim.. This was the prelude to a bloody 
civil war in which thousands Iost their lives. After the destruction 
of the Temple, Rabbi Akiba once attracted attention by coming to 
Synagogue with an Eth¥og so huge that he had to carry it over his 
shoulder, This was no doubt in compensation for that othe: 
occasion when he had travelled to Rome with a number of eminent 
colleagues, and was still at sea during the Feast of Tabernacles. 
Of course, they had erected their Succah on the deck. But they 
only had one Lulab and Ethrog’ between the lot of them, an‘! 
formally presented them to one another after use, so that each cou! 
oping his religious duty with articles which actually belonged 
o him. 

Since it is a Holy-day, Jet us wind up with a story—one of those 
tales of wonder which aré neglected nowadays simply because they 
are to be found in that marvellous treasure-house of Jewish lor. 
the Midrash, but which cannot fail to come into their own again 
amongst the néw generation in Erétz Yisrael. Weknow from othe:

Poland and the Minorities 


World Reaction to the Ultimatum 


Poland's sudden ultimatum to the League Assembly last week 
en ber Minority obligations has provoked intense world wide ‘con- 
eorn. Itis felé that a serious blow has been struck at the whole 
evystlem of minority protection whereby no fewer than seventeen 
sates in Central and Eastern Europe and in Asia are bound to put 
vith some kind of international supervision, and great efforts 
being made to persuade Colonel Beck, the Polish Minister of 
reign Affairs, to retrace his steps. 


The Polish Government,” declared Colonel Beck, “is placing 

re the Assembly two proposals: firstly, to recognise immediately 
ecessity of generalising the existing minority treaties for all 
Powers: secondly, to convene an International Conference for that 
ose. Lam assured,” he continued, “that the opinion of most 
of the Governments with regard to the generalisation of the exist- 
national Minority Treaties has remained unchanged. I hope 
‘hat Lam wrong. However, pending the enforcement of a general 


form system, my Government finds itself compelled to refuse as 

. to-day all co-operation with international organisations in the 
matter of supervising the application of the national Minority 
cvetem to Poland. The ‘interests of the national Minorities in 
Poland are and remain protected by the fundamental laws of 
Poland.” 

Sir John Simon, replying on behalf of Great Britain, warned 
Poland that she could not possibly release herself from her national 
Minority obligations by unilateral action. “~The country which | 
represent,’ Sir John declared, ~ together with some other countries 


are signatories to the Minority Treaty which Poland, too, has signed. 
We signed this Treaty. In that Treaty Poland accepted the 


cyarantee of the League for the protection of the national minorities. 
Poland has accepted a certain procedure regarding the manner in 
which the League’s guarantee shall be exercised. ‘This became 
binding on Poland. This is a matter of such importance to the 
league that I must put on record the view of His Majesty's Govern- 
ment. 1 feel that silence'on the part of the United Kingdom might 
te to misunderstanding which might arise.’ The French 
Be ») Minister, M. Barthou, following Sir John Simon, said that 
‘olonel Beck's declaration might be interpreted as a threat or an 
attempt to impose a fait accompl: upon the League. France, as a 
friend and ally of Poland, could not believe that Colonel Beck's 
speech- would imply such consequences as would arouse the 
fears of some persons and incite others to similar action.. The 
representatives of Italy, Rumania, Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia 
also announced their opposition. 
fhe British and French Press have been practically unanimous 
in their condemnation. It is generally agreed that Poland's attitude 
constitutes a grave menace to all minorities, including Jewish 
minorities. Ina joint statement issued by Dr. Stephen S. Wise and 
Mr. Bernard S. Deutsch on behalf of the American Jewish Congress, 
the hope is expressed that the Government of the United States will 
also seek to inform Poland that for the sake of the honour and 
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prestige of the Polish Republic no action should be taken by Poland 
which is tantamount to the repudiation of the Versailles Treaty, 


A Polish-German Agreement ? 

In Poland and Germany, however, Colonel Beck's ultimatum 
has been hailed triumphantly. The German Press comments 
approvingly that the protection of minorities should be made 
Keneralin so far as other nations are prepared to accept it. Germany 
and Poland already have bilateral minority agreements, it is 
declared. 

Feeling in Poland among the general population is one of 
utmost enthusiasm. In Warsaw. chee ring crowds demonstrated in 
the streets and in front of Marshal Pilsudski's palace. The Press is 
jubilant. The Gaver, POLSKA, for instance, writes that Poland 
has definitely cast off for good all the humiliations and 
will henceforth be compared with other States. The G;overn- 
ment semt-oflicial News Agency Iskra states: “The history of 
the League of Nations proves that intervention in favour of 
national minorities constitutes only political diversions whereby 
no minority problem is positively solved. The Polish Constitution 
guarantees equality to national, religious and social minorities, and 
equal rights for all citizens. These guarantees, which are the 
result of Polish tradition, have been receiving the greatest attention 
of the Polish Government since the new regime came into power in 
1926. Poland by her own will was able strongly to counteract any 
wave of national and racial persecution, and will also in future 
exert minority protection for her citizens.” 

The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN Geneva correspondent writes that 
there is a widespread suspicion that the Polish and German Govern. 
ments are acting together. Both those Governments have recently 
disinterested themselves in the fate of their respective minorities, 
he declares, and it would not be surprising if there were some sort 
of secret agreement between them on this point. 


Jewish Leaders Visit Colonel Beck 

The President of the Board of Deputies, Mr. Neville Laski, and 
the President of the Committee of the Jewish Delegations, Dr. Nahum 
Goldmann, last week visited Colonel Beck, Dr. Schuschnigg, the 
Austrian Chancellor, and the Foreign Ministers of a number of other 
countries in connection with Poland's action. Pending the decision 
of the League of Nations on the Polish proposal, declared Dr. 
Goldmann in a statement made in Geneva, the Jews must defend 
the absolute and undiminished maintenance of the minority rights 
stipulated by the Treaties. 


The Future of Saar Jewry

The question of the Saar Plebiscite, though it will not come 
before the plenary Assembly or the Commissions, is a matter which 
is privately engaging the serious attention of delegations at the 
League.

Discussing the present tension between the pol tical parties in 
Palestine, Stmilansky deplored the increasing tendency towards physical 
Violence; and also, he remarked joculariy, Palestinian Jewry has 
evicently taken a leaf out of the books of other nations by using the strike 
Weapon. If only, he urged, these young people could be made to curb 
their «treme enthusiasms and stop using their fists, much of the present 
bitterness would be appreciably reduced.

Ile was, 
however, of the opinion that such wages could not be regarded as normal 
because the situation itself was abnormal, and he gloomily forecast that 
the present industrial boom would not last Jong. He, therefore, strongly 
advocated the concentrating of resources upon that part of our work in 
Palestine which will enable us to create large reserves of land and to 
"cet the crisis which he is sure is inevitable, sooner or later. 

_ Was it a fact, I asked, that many Jews employed Arab labour because 
‘t happens to be cheaper ? 

“ Until two years ago,” he said, “ before the boom bogan in the towns 
and when the position in the colonies was normal, there were employed 
'n the colonies about 14,000 or 15,000 Jewish workmen and about 5,000 or 
',000 Arabs, the Arab workmen being engaged during those seasons when 
there ig a shortage of hands. When the boom began and the situation 
became abnormal, about 6,000 of the Jewish workmen left the land to go 

the towns and their places were taken by Arabs. The situation was, 
of course, made worse by the fact that these Arabs came from Trans- 
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pordanis ; had no bond of interest in Palestine, and could not be relied 
upon,’ 


Political Interference 


Referring to a grievance which his Federation had against the Zionist 


Exe cutive in connection with the apportionment of immigration certificates 
Sinilansky said that the Federation had demanded from the Executive 
the right to seleet those workmen whom they wanted to employ, on the 
Kround that they were ina particularly good position to know precisely 
the type of man who would be suitable and who would, once he was on 
the land, stay there instead of moving to the towns. . Their members had, 
he said, ‘nany relatives in Russia, Poland and other countries and they 
had int'mated to the Zionist Executive that they would guarantce to 


provide them with work for a given period. But the Zionist Executive 
had not acceded to their re (pu st. 


Mr. Smilansky has been in this country once previously—about four 


years ago and he told me that he was instrumental in establishing six 
years ago the Anglo-Palestine Citrus Company and that he had also 
formed the Judean Festatee Company which three years ago began its 
operations with a capital of £49,000 which had now been increased to 
£100,000. Smilansky, by the way, also does a good deal of journalistic 
work, and has written short tales about the lives of Jews and Arabs in 
the colonies. He is the editor of the Farmers’ Federation organ, which 
iS known as 

The Federation has its own agricultural bank and agricultural school, 
which combines training in agriculture and everything appertaining to it 
with the teaching that is provided at a secondaty school. It has just 
commenced its work with a roll of fifty children. Nor is the Federation 
unmindfal of the importance of health, for it has its own Sick Fund, to 
which those who are not members of the Federation may also bo.ong. 
The membership of this organisation is about 15,000. , 

When we discussed tho problem of Jewish-Arab relationship, 
Smilansky, while not minimising the acuteness of the question, urged 
that if only the two people could come together more often to discuss 
ecobonme questions in a fri ndly way the read to harmony and concord 
would be paved, and permanent peace would prevail. 


Jerusalem Hebrew Teachers’ College 
DR. DAVID YELLIN IN ENGLAND. 

Dr. David, Yellin, Principal of the Hebrew Teachers’ College, 
Jerusalem, bas just left England after a brief visit during which he has 
been able to collect sufficient funds to complete the new buildings of 
the Institution. Dr. Yellin, who for 
many years past has devoted 


himself to the work of raising funds 
for this purpose, hoped last year 
that he had completed his task, 
but-the increased cost of labour 
in the building trade in Palestine 
found the funds short. 

So once again Dr. Yellin set 
out to visit the principal centres 
of World Jewry not economically 
crippled, so as to place the coping 
stone on his splendid labours. 
Last year Mr. J. FE. Joseph, son of 
the famous scholar Saul Abdullah 
Joseph, of Hong Kong, gave the 
princely sum of £240) towards 
the college building. Mr. Joseph, 
who is at present living in London, 
has given a further £500, and some 
other members of the Community 
have helped tocompletethe amount 
required. 

One of the admirable services which the college provides is an 
excellent library which is much used by the inhabitants of the 
Jewish settlements. Among the students at the college are anumber 
of German refugees, and arrangements have been made to receive 
still more in the coming year. 

The college provides a Jewish education in the principal Jewish 
and general subjects for young students who have received a sound 
secondary education. Originally founded by the Hilfsverein der 
Deutschen Juden, it is now, in common with all the Hebrew schools 
in Palestine. under the unified administration of the Va'ad Leumi. 

Dr. Yellin is supervising the making of a series of gramophone 
records for the instruction of modern conversational Hebrew. The 
records are to be issued by the well-known Linguaphone Company, 
which has specialised in the making of records for teaching modern 
languages, and the founder and Managing Director of which is 
Mr. J. Roston. who informs us that he has received many requests 
for such records from his agents throughout the world,

Jewish Agency 
MEETINGS IN LONDON 


DISCUSSING THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL 

A series of joint meetings of the Executive members of the 
Jewish Agency in London and Jerusalem was commenced last week 
in London, with the participation of Mr. Ben Gurion, Dr. Arthur 
Ruppin and ex-Deputy Gruenbaum. The question of how to prevent 
the establishment of the Legislative Council in Palestine was one of 
the main subjects to be discussed at these meetings. The entire 
Executive is determined to fight the project of the Legislative 
Council and to boycott the Council. if and when established. It is. 
however, feared that certain elements in the Yishuv which are in 
opposition to the Executive may agree to be appointed by the High 
Commissioner as members of the Legislative Council. 

Mr. Arthur Lourie, the Political Secretary of the. Executive of 
the Jewish Agency in London, has returned to London after spend. 
ing three days in Geneva in connection with the present session of 
the Assembly of the League of Nations. It is understood, states the 
Jewish Telegrapliie Agency, that a political representative of the 
Jewish Agency may again visit Geneva before this session of thé 
Assembly concludes, in order to continue the contact which the 
Jewish Agency is maintaining with a number of diplomatic repre. 
sentatives from different countries and which was carried on by the 
late Dr. Victor Jacobson, who represented the Zionist interests in 
Geneva. 

The Press Bureau of the Executive of the Jewish Agency has 
issued the following statement : 

“A message from its Jerusalem correspondent which appeared in a 
recent issue of THE TIMES on the subject of the establishment of a 
Legislative Council in Palestine contained the sentence: ‘The Jews 
dislike an arrangementwhich would displace the present Jewish represen- 
tation vis--vis the Government through the Jewish Agency, which has a 
backing throughout Jewry, by half-a-dozen local Jews.’ Following the 
publication of this message, the Executive received enquiries from various 
quarters as to whether there was any truth in the allegation that the 
Government intended to eliminate the Jewish Agency. It must, there- 
fore, be stated that this allegation, of which nothing has been known 
hitherto, is so contrary both to the letter and the spirit of Article 4 of the 
Mandate for Palestine that it must be described as being completely out 
of the question. Opposition to the introduction of a Legislative Council, 


which continues to exist, is based on entirely different considerations, 
with which the public is acquainted.” 


Jewish National Fund 
INCREASED RECEIPTS 


The latest summary of world receipts for the Jewish National 


Fund, which has been issued in Jerusalem, shows that income has 
increased by 39 per cent. over last year. 


The increase over 1932-33, which has marked every month of 


the present fiscal year, has been well maintained. While in July, 
1933, receipts totalled £P.24,105, the same month of this year yielded 
£P.33,869. Over the ten months (OctoberJuly), the receipts have 
risen from £P.153,632 to £P.214,279. The receipts for the full pre- 
ceding year (1932-33) amounted to £P.219,344: for the year before 
that to £P.200,400, and three years ago they were £P.222,286,

Multiplication of Cemeteries 
(From our Correspondent] 


The most recent feature in local communal history clusters 
round the launching of a new cemetery by one of the local Chevras 
koown as the Chevra Tillim. This new venture is looked upon with 
considerable disfayvour. particularly by the Executive and Council 
of the United Hebrew Congregation. who have of recent years 
striven their utmost to unify all the smaller Chevras, with the 
ultimate object of bringing, as far as is practicable, all local religious 
bodies under one communal goverumeént. 

The fact that this particular Chevra has taken such a step. 
obviously cuts right across this praiseworthy scheme of the United 
Hebrew Congregation. For a long time past, the Chevra Tillim have 
had the privilege, through the paymeut of a nominal sum. of buria! 
rights under the United Congregation; and it is much deplored 
that without previows notice or intimation of any kind, the Chevra 
entered upon so retrograde a step as to open a new burial-ground 
of its own. ‘This ill-considered step is aggravated by the fact tha! 
the local Community already possesses at least half-a-dozen separate 
and independent Jewish cemeteries. To the modern mind. this 
phenomenon appears detestable enough ;and now that the Chevra 
Tillim has opened an additional cemetery, there is a feeling, par- 
ticularly among the younger members of the Community, that th: 
obsolete ideas of the oid Chevradom are still unfortunately rampant in 
Leeds. The undesirable fact remains that the cemeteries in the posses 
sion of the small local Congregations have not been maintained with 
the decency and orderliness which should attach to any place of 
burial. They all have the appearance of derelict desert-land, where 
no order prevails. The only exception to this unsatisfactory state of 
affairs is the cemetery possessed by the United Hebrew Congrega 
tion which, through its having in quite recent times acquired the 
cemetery belonging to the former New Briggate Synagogue, has 
also made many much-needed improvements in the cemetery which 
was owned by the latter congregation. Only recently the United 
Congregation expended a sum of approximately £3,000 on cemetery, 
improvenients. 

What these retrograde Chevras unfortunately forget is tha’ 
whilst it may be quite within their means to acquire a new ceme 
tery, it is usually beyond their knowledge and capacity to maintain 
it in decent condition. This is just the end for the realisation of 
which the ceaseless efforts of the United Hebrew Congregation s 
scheme are directed. 

It should be added that a further uneasiness is created in the 
minds of the intelligent sections of the community by the repor: 
that there are two other Chevras who are contemplating indulging 
in this multiplicity of cemeteries. The whole matter will probab|\

It gives an insight into the history and organisation 
of Great Britain's largest one-day appeal, and describes, for the benefit of 
the millions who contribute, the principal benevolent activities of the 
British Legion which are financed by Poppy Day, and records the tens of 
thousands of collections which make up the grand total for the year’s 
appeal. Last year’s total on Remembrance Day was £511,853, an increase 
of nearly £30,000 over that of the previous jycar. Over 360 severely 
(isabled ex-Servicemen are now permanently employed in the British 
Legion Poppy Factory. The report, which has a number of illustrations, 
Pays tribute to the 4,000 Committees, whose work, it says, is of incalcul- 
able value to the fund, and whose efforts are dcserving of all praise. Over 
08,000 ladies devoted November 11th to the task of selling poppies. Their 
area © was cheerfully given as a memorial to the men who died in the 
War, ‘nd in order to help those who now suffer poverty and distress, 
rhe treasurer of the Appeal Fund is Major J. B. Branel-Cohen, J.P.

Hlavdn and Mozart are recovering their popularity, if one 
may judge by the almost full houses they have bad so far this 
Promenade season. After Mozart's “Il Seraglio” Overture we 
passed to Hadvn's Syinphony, which provided us with 
two surprises! Sit Henry Wood dropped his baton in the first 
movement, but picked up a second so quickly that hardly a beat 
was lost. And, for once in a way, the surprise entry of the 
tiinpani in the second movement made someone jump almost out 
of her seat. | know. for she was. sitting in front of me! 
Mozart's Concert Aria No. 3 is a rare specimen of the inherent 
faults of operatic recitative and aria, and Parry Jones could 
not make it sound genuine, trv how he would.

‘“ THE PRIVATE LIFE OF DON JUAN.” London Pavilion 


The general verdict on Alexander NKorda’s latest anibitious 
effort on behalf of British film prestige will probably be that 1f repre 
sents a notable failure. It can justly be said that the picture is 
notable for other reasons than that it is his first conspicuous failure 
with London Films: these being its virtues, similar to those of the 
company’s previous big successes and particularly ~ Catherine the 
Great.” of beautiful and completely satisfying settings and costumes 
which are in this case the work of Vincent Korda and Oliver Messel. 
With Alexander Korda’s own expert direction and a great romantic 
star. how then to explain the, at least, comparative failure? Probably 
by the presumption that the last thing that ~ Private Life” horda 
desired to make was a romance and that therefore the casting of 
Douglas Fairbanks in the leading réle was a mistake from the start. 
Even this though may be partly justified by the doubt that even the 
greatest admirer of the incomparable Fairbanks of say Es The Thief 
of Baghdad” or “The lron Mask” could claim that his speech is 
that of a classic hero of romance, and that his vocal tones do not 
achieve a little “ debunking” on their own account. This fashion- 
able spirit is partially caught in the writings of Frederick Lonsdale 
and Lajos Biro and ably transferred to celluloid by horda, 
but is constantly at variance with the incurable and unconquerable 
romantic urge of Fairbanks, who is further embarrassed by the 
“dressing-up” to which he has to submit. The camera-work 
(Georges Perinal) is often striking, particularly the memorable 
opening shot of the mistaken funeral scene. A truly distinguished 
company, naturally including many lovely ladies, 1s lent chief 
distinction by Merle Oberon’s dancer, Athene Seyler’s inn hostess, 
and Binnie Barnes’ coarse kitchen slut, the latter a remarkable 
piece of work that we could hardly have anticipated from the merely 
charming Miss Barnes of previous pictures. On the male side, there 
is an accomplished performance by Melville Cooper as the Don's 
personal managing agent, with Barry Mackay an amusingly diffident 
bogus Juan, and distinctive small parts from such noted actors 
Owen Nares, Edmund Breon and Clifford Heatherley. 

Two Disney pieces are also included in the programme, and 
surprisingly the Mickey Mouse effort, “ Orphans Benefit, is the 
better work, introducing two delicious new characters in an indignant 
performing duck and arich prima-donna burlesque by the ” Ba rnyard 
Nightingale "—an old hen. “The Flying Mouse” Silly Symphony is 
another and less successful attempt at something more serious, 
marred by a clumsy pantomime transformation device, but giving a 
hint of the coloured Mickey Mouse that we are to expect.

While our thoughts are ever directed 
to heaven. we are not bidden to ignore the 
earth. 


On the contrary. Festivals are speci- 
ally instituted, symbols are placed in our 
hands, to remind us that the earth is beauti- 
ful, and that its fruits are brought forth for 
our sustenance and enjoyment. It is the 
sanity and fine balance of Judaism that have 
made it such a potent force in tie preserva. 
tion of Israel. The precepts of the Torah are 
meant to live by.

THE GOLDEN MEAN 

Of course, it is possible to find teachings 
which seem to contradict’ what I have just 
said. You may point to one Rabbi telling us 
that the way of life is to sit on the ground 
and eat only a morsel! of bread and salt and 
drink nothing but a sip of water. ‘You may 
find another who telis us that anvone who 
walks by the way studying and breaks off to 
admire a tree or a flower. is as if he had 
forfeited his soul. But these are extremists 
who probably revolted against the luxury or 
levity that they saw around them. The 
great body of Jewish teaching is based upon 
common-sense, and its compass-needle is set 
by the golden mean. |
